The voters are to be congratulated on their action at 
town meeting Monday night. 

The decision to make $200,000 available now for the 
new high school appears sensible — despite the fact that 
the extra money no doubt will have an impact on the tax 
rate during the next few years. 

Wallace Brimer, describing himself as a man who has a 
reputation for saving money, urged the voters to adopt the 
article because costs would be greater at a later date. 

It was just that point, apparently, which did a lot to 
convince the voters of the wisdom of appropriating the 
money. 

The School Building committee also built a convinc- 
ing case for the added sum. It was pointed out that, while 
savings will be made whenever possible, it would be 
humanely impossible to cut off $200,000 from the cost 
of the building and its equipment without drawing plans 
for an entirely different school of less capacity. 

To justify their decision,the voters need only to know 
that a national report on school building costs, just re- 
leased, tells the story of boosted material costs through- 
out the nation. It tells us that bids on new schools are 
coming in between 10 and 12 percent over estimates in 
many sections of the nation — not only here in Massa- 
chusetts. Thus, the problem is of national scope and 
need not — and should not — be thought of in terms of an 
architect’s error here. 


We believe that the building committee has done a good 


job in its work to date — and that the architect is Cap- 
able. 
We wish them good fortune in the busy weeks and 


months ahead, as the problems of construction and equip- 
ment will no doubt pose many problems requiring quick, 


sensible solutions.
